SUCCESSFUL RESULTS DEPEND ON CORRECT TENSION — Before 
you start knitting, take the yarn and needles specified in the instructions, 
cast on 20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly press 
work. Check the tension by placing an inch tape across the stitches. 
Count the exact number of stitches to 2 ins. and compare with the 
tension given in the instructions. If your tension is too loose, try a size 
finer needle. If it's too tight, try a size larger needle. If more than one 
size of needle is recommended in the knitting instructions and you have 
altered your needles to correct the tension, corresponding alterations 
must be made to needles throughout the instructions.

nth row.— K.46 [B— K.54], patt. 37 [B— patt. 41],

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Rep. 10th and 11th rows until work measures 8j 
[B — 9] ins. from commencement, finishing with a 
purl row. 

Next row. — (K.2 tog.) twenty-three [B — twenty-seven] 
times, patt.

— Work to end of row, turn, cast 
on 29 [B — 33] sts. (83 [B — 95] sts.) 

9th row. — Inc. once In each of first 29 [B — 33] sts., 
K.25 [B — K.29], Inc. once In each of last 29 [B — 33] 
sts. (141 [B— 161] sts.) 

10th row. — K.1, purl to last st., K.1. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
8j [B — 9] Ins. from commencement, finishing with 
a purl row.

1st row. — K.2, (P.1, K.1) three times, K.1. 

2nd row. — (K.1, P.1) four times, K.1. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until strap measures 23 
[B — 24j] ins. from commencement, finishing with a 
2nd row. ** 

Next row. — Rib 4, cast off 2 sts. (for buttonhole), 
rib 3. 

Next row. — Rib 3, cast on 2 sts., rib 4. 

Work 4 rows in rib. 

Cast off In rib. 

THE RIGHT STRAP— Work as given for Left Strap 
to 

Next row. — Rib 3, cast off 2 sts. (for buttonhole), 
rib 4. 

Next row. — Rib 4, cast on 2 sts., rib 3. 

Work 4 rows In rib. 

Cast off in rib. 

THE LEG CASINGS — Using a flat seam, sew up 
crutch seam. 

With right side of work facing, using No. 13 Needles 
and commencing at side edge, knit up 87 [B — 95] 
sts. evenly round leg. 

1st row. — K.1, • P.1, K.1, rep. from ♦ to end of row. 
2nd row. — K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times, then 1st row once. 
Cast off In rib. 

Work other Leg In same manner. 

TO MAKE UP— DO NOT PRESS ORLON. Using a 
flat seam, sew up side seams. Fold ribbing in half 
at legs and waist on to wrong side and slip-stitch 
in position along front panel to end of bib. Sew 
thread elastic. Thread J inch elastic through casting 
at waist, catching ends to centre front panel.
